(P)—The latest estimates of the; 
casualties suffered bythe Japanese

The Japanese authorities have an- 
nounced that 41 Japanese soldiers were 
killed and 189 wounded, while 16) 
civilians were known to have been 
killed.

New York, May 13.—(United 
News.)—Among the summer's quota 
of projected trans-Atlantic hops, none 
is awaited with greater interest in 
Harlem than the approachisg “Rome 
and return” flight of Lieutenant Hu- 
bert Julian, Harlem’s negro hero of 


the air. 


A campaign to buy him by $25,000 
popular subscription a Bellanca mono- 
plane is under way and with every in- 
dication of actually being over-sub- 
scribed. 


Tieutenant Julian, 29 years old, and 
leading figure in negro aviation cir- 
cles, is no ordinary flier. He has 
the immortal flair for doing whatever 
he does in the grand manner. 

Long before Colonel Lindbergh made 
a millpond ont of the Atlantic, Julian, 
whose business card is _ inscribed 
“world’s champion daredevil para- 
chute jumper,” made a historic at- 
tempt to cross the ocean in his sea- 
plane, the Ethiopia. 

It was on July 4, 1924, that all 
available police reserves were rushed 
to the Harlem river to handle the 
crowd gathered for the takeoff of the 
Ethiepia. A round trip to four eon- 
tinents, via Atlantic City, South 
America, Liberia (Africa), Paris, 
London, Greenland and Canada was 
about to begin. 

When everything was ready for the 
start, Julian left the plane, mounted 
a taxicab and divulgéd the sad news 
that $1,400 was still. owing on his 
plane. The crowd produced the amount 
in something more than a jiffy. Julian 
gave the Ethiopia the gun, 

Like a gull, the plane skimmed 
down the river until its pontoons 
made contact with a mudbank, where- 
upon it abruptly stopped. After a 
brief hiatus, the Ethiopia was towed 
to the East river.. This time, Julian 
took off and the plane became a 
speck in the distance toward Atlan- 
tie City. 

An anxious Harlem awaited word 
of his whereabouts but he was not 
sighted until he made a forced land- 
ing in Flushing bay, several miles dis- 
tant. 


The four-continent flight ended in 
Flushing bay but Julian’s ambition 
did not go down with the ship. He 
prepared to take off from the sesqui- 
centennial fair grounds in Pbiladel- 
phia in 1926, but the bad luck that 
hounded everything connected with the 
sesqui-centennial weighted his* plane 
and it failed to take off. 

The Harlem newspapers meantime, 
however, were seldom without news of 
Julian. He was always dropping out 
of the sky on Harlem, generally clad 


in red tights. On one occasion he 
made a precarious landing in his ac- 
customed regalia on a window ledge 
of the West 123rd Street police sta- 
tion, The surprised policemen 
promptly arrested him for disturbing 
the peace. 

But Julian, who learned to fly with 
the Canadian air force during’ the 
world war, is far from discouraged. | 
His backers, instead of diminishing, 
are multiplying. A headquarters of 
the Hubert Julian aeroplane fund has 
been opened in Harlem. State Sen- 
ator A. Spencer Field is chairman of 
the fund and has pledged $2,000, 

Julian’s fellow officers in the 369th 
Infantry of the New York national 
guard are behind him. Julian has be- 
gun a campaign for funds in Chicago, 
Clevelard, Pittsburgh. Toledo, and sev- 
eral southern cities in an automobile 
so decorated that it would attract at- 
tention at the New Orleans mardi 
gras. 

The flyer was scheduled to make an 
exhibition flight in Detroit Sunday 
under the auspices of the Negro Busi- 
ness league of Detroit and a letter to 
the fund reports that Detroit negroes 
have already contributed $5,000. 

Officers of the fund have found it 
necessary to deny several reports, one 
of which is that Julian’s Rome flight 
has anything to do with a negro in- 
ventor named Clarence E. Lorfaine, 
who is building a plane with a fuelless 
motor at Danville, Va. Lorraine's 
plane, according to reports, operates 
on compressed air. The Hubert Ju- 
lian aeroplane fund announces . that 
Julian plans to fly in a Bellanca oper- 
ated by gasoline.

cipation has declined below — the 
threshold of reasonable safety. 

Every child should receive the 
Schick test, and if this gives a posi- 
tive reaction fa little hivelike  red- 
dening of the skin at the site of ap- 
plication, appearing after one or two 
fdays and lasting a week or longer) 
the child is without natural or 
herited immunity and should be im- 
munized against diphtheria by means 
of the toxin antitoxin injections, It 
is important that that protection be 
given before the child goes to school. 
If there is no reaction, or a “nega- 
tive” Schick test, the child is nat- 
urally immune and requires no such 
treatment. Approximately half of all 
children 3 to 6 years of age prove 
naturally immune when thus tested 
and hence require no artificial im- 
munization. 

It is ordinarily not necessary for 
adults to undergo the Schick test for 
diphtheria immunity or toxin antitox- 
in immunization, except in. special efr- 
cumstances in time of an outbreak of 
diphtheria, as in an institution.
